“The attempt to tax all kinds of 
property by the same rules, has in all 
times, and in all countries, imposed 
heavier buidens upon rural districts 
than cities, and in a large degree has 
measured the tax to be paid by each 
the amount of his con- 
sumption. rather than by the oppor- 
tunity he enjoys to acquire wealth 
under the protection of the state. 

“The plan adopted by our neigh- 
Oregon.^is to apportion the 
state tax in proportion to the reve- 
nue raised by each county. Oregon 
made the mistake of not carrjdng out 
the principle to its logical conclusion. 

The tax should be apportioned in pro- 
portion to the entire revenue raised 
by each county, and all the taxing dis- 
tricts within each county. 

“It is very easy to see that the more 
highly developed and more densely 
populated a county may the more 
money it needs for local purposes in 
proportion to its taxable values, and 
the greater is the power to pay taxes. 

The tax apportioned in this manner 
will shift from the poorer and remote 
rural counties the burden they now 
bear, and impose it on the more

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THE F ARMER PAYS 

Our Tax Lystem Has Increased 
His Burden. 



Figures That Shew Farm Property 
Pays Mere Than Its Fair Pro- 
portion of State Revenue. 



When the last constitutional con- 
tention in Kentucky drew up the pres- 
ent organic law of the state, it found 
existing throughout the state a gen- 
eral feeling of dissatisfaction, becauso 
through the faulty administration of 
the old revenue law one exemption 
after anothar had crept in until tho 
old system was full of inequalities. 
The convention desired to perfect .a 
tax S}'stem which, it believYjd, would 
secure absolute uniformity in the bur- 
den of taxes. It, therefore, inserted 
in the constitution section 171, which 
says that taxes shall be uniform upon 
all classes of property within the ter- 
rttorial limits of the authority levying 
the lax.- This was done In the belief 
that uniforniity of method would pro- 
duce a uniformity of result and of bur- 
den. 

It was urged in behalf of this pro- 
posed section that it was demanded 
in justice to the farmer, iu order that, 
since his p''operty was of a visible 
and tangible nature and could not es- 
cape asses'ment, all other property 
should be j ut in the same boat. 

No one ever disputed that this ought 
to be done. The only dispute was as 
to whether or not it could be done 
by this method. It was contended 
that certain classes of property, which 
were of a ’:ind that could be con- 
cealed, would escape assessment and 
taxation if the burden of taxation put 
upon them was too heavy, and that 
the result v.'ould be that the real es- 
tate and such visible personal prop- 
erty as the farmer’s live stock and 
the merchant’s goods and the bouse- 
holder’s furniture would bear an un- 
due proport.on of the burden of rais- 
ing the public revenue. 

But the general property tax wi.s 
imbedded in our constitution, and w.- 
have been trying it harder than 
for the sixteen years that have 
elapsed since the constitution v.as 
adopted, and it has proved anything 
but uniform and has not served to 
distribute the burden of taxation 
equally. Under this system, a grea 
deal of property in our cities escapes 
taxation. In spite of the activity «if 
auditor’s agents, much of it is not 
brought to light. The conscquen.co 
of this is that an unfair burden of 
the support of the state falls upon 
those who own property that can no: 
be hidden away, and these people are 
chiefly the farmers. 

The farmer pays more tax on per- 
sonal property in proportion to real 
estate than does the city man under 
the present system. In the fjve coun- 
ties in the state which contain .nil tho 
cities of the first and second classes 
— Jefferson, Kenton, Campbell, Fay- 
ette and McCracken, thV) assessed per- 
sonality is 20 per cent of the total as- 
sessment. In the rest of the state it 
is 24 per cent of the total assessment. 
The five counties named, whicii may 
be called urban counties, oontaiii 
3G.G2 per cent of all the i niUy in the 
state and assess only 31 per cent of 
all the personalty. 

Tho amount of money, bonds, ac- 
counts and similar personalty, as- 
sessed by these counties, is less than 
7 per cent of their total assessment. 
In the rest of the state tlic amount of 
such property asssessed is nearly 11 
per cent of the total. Manifestly, it 
is true that the man in the country 
does not find it so easy to conceal hi.s 
personal property, and he has not the 
incentir*:\ furnished by a high tax rate 
to conceal it. 

In the county of Jefferson, contain- 
ing the cit^ of Louisville, personalty 
is 22.5 per cent of the total assess- 
ment. In Kenton county, containing 
the city of Covington, personalty is 
11.2 per cent of the total; In Camp- 
bell, with tile city of Newport, it is 
IG per cent. Fayette county, with 
Lexington, does better, its personally 
being 21 per cent of the total, hut it 
is AVell Ibown that tho rural j)ortions 
of Fayette county contain an amount 
-of wealth unusual in any agricultur.'i! 
community. 

On the other hand, take the follow- 
ing counties, which are distinctly 
agricultural, and note how much 
larger the percentage of personalty 
than in the strictly urban counties: 

Garrard county 25 per cent 

Alien county 2G per cent 

Marion county 30.5 per cent 

Adair countv 31 p<t cent 

Knott county 33 G jjcr cent 

Monroe county 3G inr cent

Who Pays the Freight? 

There is still another way of ascer- 
taining that the ])rcsent system does 
not make things easier for tho fanner. 
For the year 190G the asscssiuor.t of 
the state divides itself as follows:

-ixi by counties having no town larger 
than the sixth class is Included, and 
a small pe’-centage of this character 
of personalty given la by counties 
having larger towns and yet distinctly 
agricultural. The figures probably 
are under, rather than over the mark. 
Farm property, therefore, by a con- 
servative estimate pays nearly 53 per 
cent of the state taxes exclusive of 
franchise tJ'xes, while tow'n property 
pays only about 47 per cent. Of tho 
state revenue collected by the sheriffs 
of the state from assessor’s lists, 43i/2 
per cent is paid by farm lands, 34 per 
cent by town lots, about per cent 
by money anri securities, about 7V« 
per cent by live stock and 'farmer’s 
implements, etc., and G per cent by 
other personalty. It is time the Ken- 
tucky farmer realised that the present 
system bears heavily upon him. 
Equivalent to 10 Per Cent Income Tax. 

The tax oommisison of the state of 
California has this to say about tho 
operatiort of the general property tax 
on farmers in that state: 

“The taxes paid by farmers in Cali- 
fornia are equivalent to an income tax 
of 10 per cent. This is in contrast 
to many other industries; for exam- 
ple, the taxes paid by manufacturers, 
which amount only to 2 per cent on 
income. The persons engaged In 
agriculture, with an average yearly 
Income of about $500, pay $50 per 
capita per annum in taxes. The per 
sons engaged in manufactures, with 
an average annual income of $870, 
pay $17.50 per capita per annum.” 
The California system here denounc- 
ed is the same that we have In Ken- 
tucky, and from which the legislature 
can afford us no relief without a 
change of the constitution.

Constitutional amendments are be- 
lt^ given thorough attention by farm- j 
ers of the country.

“There is a common ground upon 
which we can all stand. We must j 
have in increasing amount of revenue. I 
and that means a more just return of 
tlie pioju rly in the state. Where is , 
the iuju.stiup of laying a reasonable 
tax on the deposits repojtod Ijy the 
banks of the state, the same to l)e 
charged to deiwsitors? True, nut al! 
depositors are residents of Ohio, but i 
they enjoy the protection of our laws 
and in large ineasuro draw their in ' 
tcrest from oqr i)Cople. ' 

“This could, at least, be done with 
resident depositors and they would ' 
be relieved from the leniptatiou to 
commit tlie crime of iierjury.” 

The Kentucky Grange. 

The Kentucky State Grange had this j 
same subject before it at the meeting ; 
held in Frankfort October 21 to 23. | 
1907. Mr. Jb 1*. Wolcott. Master of i 
the State G’^ange. di.scussed the qiie.s- ' 
tion in a very inlere.sting manner, as 
follows; • 

“The order has been most active ^ 
in behalf of the just regulation of | 
taxation, recognizing that the farmer j 
is losing more from our present sy.s 
tern and has more to gain from the ' 
establishment uf a just and equitable 
system of taxation Than has any oth- , 
er class of citizens. The order in icp . 
resenting the agricultural clas.s, al- j 
ways endeavors to be fair and bon- ; 
orable witli all otlicr interests, and ; 
has the right to demand like tnat- 
ment in return. In nearly every slate i 
in the Union the cry has been loud , 
a.gainst unjust revenue laws, and 
steps are being taken to remedy the i 
evils. j 

“Various Slate Granges have, by j 
their action, declared it wrong to leg- , 
islato into the organic laws ot a slate j 
any provision which shall cxe:i;pi i 
from taxation property aggregating j 
vast sums, in the possesion of the | 
wealthy, and often kept by them in- i 
visible, thus leaving the small hold- 
ings of the masses of people of mod- 
erate means to l)ear the burden of | 
doubled ta.xation. t 

“The present constitution of Ken- 
tucky binds us to tho general ptop- 
eity tax— that is, lo the system of 
levying the same tax upon all classes 
of property' for all purposes. The re 
should he an amendment to our con 
stitution which will allow the legi-la 
ture to separate the sources of rove-, 
mic — that is. to raise the state rove 
nue from certain classes of propeity. 
leaving other classes of property to 
bo taxed for local purposes only. 

“It has h^en argued by some^ that 
this would throw too much power ii.to 
the hands of the legislature. Should 
such an amendment ijrevail, then 
would it devolve upon the voters of 
the state to pay stricter attention to 
the selection of their rcpresentativo.s 
than has ohtainefl in the past in I .ih 
city and country. 

“The Kentucky State Developrnerit 
association and ether organizations 
have rffjnorcd the Grange by placbig 
upon its joint committee on taxaii n 
a member of this order as rcpro.oon 
latlvG of the agricultural interest.: «jf 
the state, and it is imi)orlant tha?

The Tax Commissioners of tfe 
States Agree 



In Denouncing General Tax System 
Like Ours — Full of Evils 
In Operation. 



In discussing tax questions in Ken- 
tucky and elsewhere, frequent refer- 
ence is made to the “general property 
tax.” This is the kind of system 
Kentucky has in force. It is the sys- 
tem that is in force in most of tire 
states. 

Briefly, the general property tax is 
a uniform ad valorem tax levied upon 
all classes of property alike, regard- 
less of the nature, of the earning ca- 
pacity or of the tangible or intangible 
character of tlie property. Tho taxing 
authority of a state, for instance, will 
levy a lax of 50 cents. This tax is to 
fall upon every kind of property alike. 
Everything of value, whether real es- 
tate. money in hank, notes, bonds, 
mortgages, shares of stock, live stock, 
wagons, carriages, jewelry, furniture, 
any sort of personal property, or fran- 
chises of corporations is called prop- 
erty and must pay this lax. This is 
the general property tax. The general 
property tax is, therefore, the levying 
of a uniform ad valorem tax on all 
property for all purposes. 

As distinct from this system is the 
system cf classifying property, raising 
state revenues from one kind of prop- 
erty, county revenues from another 
kind of property and city revonm s 
from still another kind, and also the 
raising of revtuiues by special taxes 
of various kinds. The argument in 
the lax world today is lietwecn these 
two systems of raising the public rev- 
enue. 

The Kentucky system is the general 
property tax. Our constitution hinds 
us to the levy of a uniform ad valorem 
tax on all property of every kind for 
all purpo.scs. If a piece of property 
located in the city is taxed for one 
purpose, it niu.tt l)C taxed for all. If 
it is a prop.'rty-fitniing G per cent r*'- 
tuni lo its owm r, il mu^t iiay the 
same lax as proi)erty earning 20 per 
cent. If it is a kind lliat can he ic- 
inovod or liidden it is tax*-d tlie same 
a.s real e.state — if it can he found. No 
di.-tinction is made on any account 
wluUfver; all prjjpcrty must pay tlie 
: ame rate. 

'I'his sounds like .a very fair system, 
and in theory, it is fairness itself. But 
its oiieratiun. in tho opinion of those 
who liave :-tiulied the question, not in 
Ken'ucl y u:ily hut in every state in 
tile rnion, has not liorno out tlie 
nVomi.se made for it. The system Ims 
been al»aml''ned in Pennsylvania, (.’on- 
nccticut. i)"Ui\varo. Xew Jen. y. Wis- 
consin. Oregon, and partially in a num- 
ber of other states. Tho rapid ten- 
dency of tho states is to get away 
from it, as impossible and iminacii- 
calilo. Nearly every stale tliat has a 
tax commission has declared itself 
very frankly on this (jnc.stion. A largo 
number of states have within the last 
few' ycar.s apppointed tax commissions 
lo carefully study tlie methods of rais- 
ing public revenues and. almost in- 
variably. tho reports of these commis- 
sions have denounced the general 
property tax system, tho system that 
wo have in Kentucky, as being ahsuid. 
imiiossible of enforcement and unja.st 
iu its operation. 

Denounced by Supreme Court. 

The supremo court of llie I'liiied 
States leads tho way in denoumi^'g 
the system. In its opinion in the caao 
of the Pacific E.':pre.s 3 Co. v.s. Scihcii, 
the court said: 

“This court lias repeatedly lai.l 
down the doctrine that diver.sity of 
taxation, both with respect to the 
amount imposed and the various sj '*- 
cies of propeity selected either fir 
hearing its burdens or being exenijit 
from ihem. is not inconsistent with a 
perfect uniformity and equality of tax- 
ation in tlio iiropcr. sense of those 
terms; and that a system which im- 
poses tiic same tax upon every species 
of property, irrespective of its nature 
or condition nr class, will be destruc- 
tive of the iirinciple of uniforniity and 
equality in taxation and of a ju^t 
adaptation of iiroperty to itg burdens. ’ 

An Illinois tax commission has do. 
dared that the uniform r.d valorem 
general property tax. the system that 
wo have also in Kentucky, “is de- 
bauching to the conscience and sub- 
versive to tho public morals — a sc1io<j1 
for perjury, pYoniotcd by law’.” 

An Ol’.io tax commission has do- 
iioTinccd it as “imposing unjust bur- 
dens 0*1 the man who is scruimlousiy 
iionest,” and Ohio is engaged in a.i 
eflort to get riij of it. 

A Now Jlamiishire tax commission 
dejilorcs its "corrupting and demoral- 
izing influence.” 

A Ni'w York tax commission says: 
“It puts a premium on iierjury and a 
penally on into.grity." 

Ill nr. .address to^lhe general assem- 
bly of Maryland. Richard T. IRy. one 
•if the greatest of our publicist.;, said: 
■The one imiform tax on all property 
ns an exclusive source of revenue 
never has wo’.ked well in any modern 
rnmtmihity or state in the entire civ- 
dized world, though it has been tried 
thousands of times, and although all 
the mental resources of ab'e men have 
.'icrn employed to make it work well.” 

Prof E. A. Angell. late tax commis- 
sioner of Ohio, said in an article in 
the Independent; “The indirect results 
of tho operation of tho law have been 
to drive away large luases of capital 
from the s(a*e. It is estimated that at 
least $200,0000.000 l;::s hern lost to 
rh/veland clone, and as much more 
to Cincinnati.” 



INTO HIDING 

Vast Amount of Property Es- 
caping Taxation. 

I.inpossible to Force Men to Assess 
Some Kinds of Property Under 
ttie Present System. 



Tho general properly tax was put 
Into effect in PCentucky partly hccaiiso 
It was believed that under the old sys- 
tem a great deal of property in the 
shape of money, bonds, stocks, moit- 
gages, lien notes and other evidences 
of credit escaped taxation. It wa.=? 
hoped that by a rigid sy.stcm of assess 
ment and inspection a greater amount 
j of this class of property could ho 
brought to light, greatly increasiii.g 
the revenues of the state. 

The system has succeeded in bring 
Ing some of this kind of property to 
light, but there is still an enormous 
amount of it that escapes taxation. 

The general property lax. it should 
be remcmiiercd, decrees that tlie sam<' 
tax must fall on all classes of property. 
Let us suppose a man, living in almost 
any town iu the state, is the owner of 
a land note for $1,000, on which G per 
cent interest is paid him. In some of 
the towns in the state liis combiimd 
town, county and state tax would he 
over $3; in most of them it would be 
between $2 50 and $3. Manifestly, a 
man will he very unwilling to give in 
for taxation a piece of property that 
yields iiim G per cent only, when bv 
.so reporting it ho condemns himself 
to having to give up nearly half the 
Income from that property to the tax 
collector. 

Perjury or Confiscation. 

But the greater part of property of 
this class does not pay as much as G 
per cent. A vast amount of this prop- 
eity held in the state, perhaps as 
much as half of it, is property held in 
trust for tire benefit of widows and 
children who arc not able to earn 
money themselves, but depend for 
their support upon the income from 
property that has been left them by 
the husband and father and which 
will bo largely invested in notes, 
stocks, hond.s and tliis general class of 
property. In normal times much of 
this class of investment will not pay 
over 4 per cent, tlie income running 
from 1 to 5)4 per cent. If, now, tho 
tax rate absorbs from 2)4 to 3 per 
cent, it will ho readily seen that very 
little is left for the support of these 
helpless people. 

The temptation to conceal property 
when tlio tux on it will absorb from 
one-half to llirce-fourths of the income 
it yields is stronger than tho normas, 
man can rc.sist. and as a rule he does 
not try to resist it in any state where 
this system of the general property 
tax lU’cvails. an'd that is why the tax 
authorities <jf states are coming so 
genoially to denounce it. In Kentucky 
the evasions of the tax on this class 
of proport.v arc enormous In Septem- 
ber, J905. only $11,480,000 of bonds, 
onl.v' $1,138.19.5 of stock in corimra- 
lions and only $13,01<j.S37 of hank de 
posits was given in for taxation, al- 
though the hanks and trust companies 
cf the state contained in that year 
$93,500,000 of deposits. At the same 
time tlie assessors w’cro able to find 
only $5. 407, .51 2 of money outside the 
hanks, or a total of about $18,500,000 
of money. That there should have he ni 
then only about $93,000,000 of deposits j 
in the hanl^s of the entire state of | 
Kentucky is the most damning proof \ 
cf tlie supreme economic folly of cur i 
system. 

Effect cn Value of Real Estate. 

We may mark the secondary effect 
of this policy iu the valuation of real 
estate. It takes capital and accompa- 
nying prosperity to enhance real es- 
tate values. In ISSO the as- 
sessed real estate valuation was 
$205,08.5,908. or $1C0 per capita. 
In 1890, before our new constitution 
W’ith the present tax system went info ■ 
effect, tlie valuation increased to $20.’. ! 
per capita. In 1900. after ci.ght years | 
of tlio new' tax system, it had in- j 
croa.sed to 8209 — an increase of only j 
$G per capita. The total assessed i 
wealth of tiie state iu 1S80 was $212.03 ! 
Iicr capita' In IS90. just before the 
new’ eoiistitiition, it liad increased to 
$275 .SO. From 1.890 to I90G. with H 
years under the new tax system, it in- 
crease.! only to $293 per capita — an 
Increase of less than $18 per capita in 
IG years 

rnder our old constitution, with all j 
its imperfections, there was some lati- 
tude given to localities iu the ('ncour j 
agement of industries. Tho now eon- ; 
stitution adopted in 1891 abeiished | 
most of tills, hut did allow municipali- 
ties to give (ivo years’ exemption to j 
now' maiiufacturing concerns. Tlio act ! 
putting this rlaeso of the constitution j 
into effect wa.s not passed until 1898. i 
The decade, then, from 1880 to 1890 I 
illiistiaters ih? progress pos.silile under j 
the old lilicral -system: the decade ’ 
from 1890 to 1900 illiistiates the result I 
of the narrow policy of tho new con- j 
stitution before partial exemption j 
came effcctHe. and the years since 
]9()9 w’cll sliow tho result of the lilier.al i 
policy of encouragement. Mark then j 
the result; From 1880 to 1890, under 
a policy of encouragement, the capital 
employed in manufacturing in Ken 
tucky increased 74.2 per cent. From 
1890 lo 1900, with all encouragement 
withdrawn and heavy taxes imposed, i 
the capital invested in manufactures ■ 
increased only .30.4 per cent. About 
1900 the fn'e-yci’.rs’ exemptions ha.i 
been grant^'d in many cities ^.nivi 
tow'ns, and from 1900 to 130^ the r.". •• 
ital i.nvestetl in m-iuafactures in Kra 
lucky increased oT. l per cent.

LEATHER BOUND BOCKS. 



A Little Vaseline Improves and Pre- 
serves the Binding. 

An official of the Congressional li- 
brary was talking with a friend who 
recently had purchased a handsome set 
of leather bound volumes and said: 

"Y'ou had better examine those vol- 
umes carefully to see If the leather 
needs feeding. If it is new stock they 
will be all right let alone for r.evcral 
ycai*s, but if they have been on tl!fe 
shelves for some time the leather will 
have lost most of its natural oil aud 
become brittle. This applies especially 
to books kept in private houses, which 
are as a rule much hq^ter than the book 
stacks of a large library. There is 
nothing more attractiNX* than a fresh, 
well preserved leather binding on a 
volume and scarcely anything less so 
than a dilapidated, cracked one. 

“Y’ou can add years to the life of a 
leather binding and a hundred per cent 
to its appearance by rubbing in a little 
vaseline with a piece of raw cotton— 
not too much, just as much as the 
leather will thoroughly absorb. Where 
the binding bends is where it is most 
likely to crack. The leather will not 
be greasy, as the vaseline will be ab- 
sorbed. One treatment every year or 
two is sufficient unless the books are 
unduly exposed to heat.”— Washington 
Star.
